mately 600 inquires for hotel ac- 
commodations and for general in- 
formation on this region. 

Calling this return “remarkable 
under present conditions’ Miss 
Elisabeth Shoemaker, executive 
director of the amsociation, also 
pointed out that particularly in 
the case of persons answering the 
advertisements for farms sale, 
“thease people know thé purchase 
would involve, not less than a 
thousand dollars and most of the 
farms cost much more than this 
amount. The type of letters we are 
receiving come from persons able 
to undertake these investments.” 

There is an inquiry for a small 
farm costing not more than $1500 
in Northfield.

Uf recent years it has been the 
tashion among radical reformers 
to question the value of advertis- 
ing. ‘Ihe question is easily 
answered. 

Nothing in the world sells until 
it is knuwn. No successful com- 
mouity blunders its own way into 
a store and waiis until somebody 
by some strange chance blunders 
into buying it, says Nation’s Busi-" 
nes:. lf merchants and factory 
managers had not hired salesmen, 
and had not placed advertising, 
our America would still be what 
it was in 1740, a handful of poor 
villages and penniless farnfers, 
dotted on the edges of enormous 
forests. 

National distribution, in its sim- 
plest terms, means that you can 
get your favorite foods, bever- 
ages, clothes, shoes, cigarettes, 
soaps, ‘casmetics, books, magazines 
and all other manufactured arti-: 
cles, wherever in the country you 
are, Bringing ‘this abcut, in a: 
country 3000 miles wide, and once 
apparently divided forever by the 
Rocky mountians, -has been no 
child’s play. It would never have 
taken place without national ad- 
vertising. 

Railroads and steamship lines 
and highways provided the means 
of tranyport. But what is the use 
of transporting goods from a fac- 
tory in Delaware to a store near 
a family in Oregon if the goods 
are not known and, therefore, are 
not bought? 

Advertising is the dissemination 
of news about better and less 
costly goods than people could 
make for themselves at home.
